The free world, on the other 
hand, is striving for a different 
kind of unity, a kind based on 
voluntary co-operating in the 
struggle against Communism, 
the President continued. 

He called for a “solidarity of 
partnership,” which he predicted 
would defeat Communism in the 
long run. 

Under such a program, the 
President said, Communism 
“will begin to atrophy and 
finally dry up and waste away 
as have all other dictatorships.” 

Mr. Eisenhower recalled his 


recent. appointment of Harold 
E. Stassen as a special assistant 
on disarmament problems. 

Describing Stassen as a man 
holding “a sort of secretarial 
position for peace,” the Presi- 
dent said there can be no true 
peace without disarmament.

“Of course, the Secretary of 
State is fully familiar with the 
President's views and if it seems 
feasible and useful that such a 
meeting be held, the Secretary 
has full power to arrange for it 
on behalf of the President.” 

Mr. Eisenhower repeatedly 
has expressed willingness to go 
anywhere and do anything in 
the cause of peace, but he also 
has called repeatedly fer some 
advance evidence that the Rus-| 
sians would act in good faith. | 

As an example of such evi-| 
dence, he has said the Russians | 
should be willing to sign an | 
Austrian independence treaty. | 
Indications are that such a 
treaty may be agreed upon by 
the end of this week. | 

At the same time, Mr. Eisen- 
hower has expressed skepticism 
as t@ whether a Big Four con- 
ference at the summit would 
accomplish anything. He said at 
one press conference he felt it 
would be best to hold a meeting 
first at a lower level, presum- 
ably at the foreign ministers 
level.

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What is the difference 
between stocks and bonds?

If you own stock in a company, you own a 
part interest in the company. If the com- 
pany is successful, and if dividends are paid, 
you share in the profits. When you are a 
bondholder, you are a creditor—not a part 
The company has agreed torepay you the amount 
borrowed at a specified time, and usually to pay you a fixed 
annual rate of interest during the term of the “loan.” This ° 
interest is payable before stockholders get any dividends. 

Stock prices tend to change with the fortunes of the com- 
pany. Bonds usually offer smaller but more certain returns, 
and, therefore, their market prices are frequently more stable 
than share prices. 

Basically, there are two kinds of stock: common and pre- 
ferred. With common stocks, the rewards and the risks are 
often greater, and the dividends can vary from year to year. 
When a dividend is paid on a preferred stock, it’s usually a 
fixed amount, no matter how well the company does. But 
in most cases, dividends must be paid to all preferred stock- 
holders before common stockholders get anything. If the 
preferred stock is “cumulative,” the company promises to 
pay any dividends it might have omitted before paying 
dividends on common stock. 

Owners of most common stocks have the right to vote at 
stockholders’ meetings and help elect the directors of a com- 
pany. As long as dividend payments are met, owners of pre- 
ferred stock usually have no voting privileges.

PHOTO-SHOCK TREATMENT IN 
MENTAL CASES DISCUSSED 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., May 
10—Favorable results with use 
of the photo-shock technique in 
the treatment of mental illness 
were reported to the American 
Psychiatric Association yester- 
day by Dr. George A. Ulett, as- 
sociate professor of psychiatry 
at Washington University School 
of Medicine, St. Louis. 

In the photo-shock technique, 
light is flashed intermittently in 
the eyes of patients. Dr, Ulett 
said tests involving 84 patients, 
divided in four groups, showed 
photo-convulsive therapy 57 per 
cent effective in bringing about 
recovery or marked improve- 
ment. Electro-shock therapy, he 
said, was 33 per cent effective. 

Dr. Ulett, who made the study 
with Dr. Kathleen Smith, an in- 
structor at the university, and 
Dr. Goldine Gleser of Cincin- 
nati, urged that further research 
_ be directed toward finding out 
what parts of the central nerv- 
‘ous system are affected by dif- 
ferent types of shock treatment.

It was only when Judge Moore 
and Senator Williams demanded 
a full-scale inquiry that the cases 
were presented to the grand 
jury, resulting in the indictment 
of Finnegan.

It has given its consent only 
because of heavy pressure from 
the British, French and Cerman 
governments, all of which have 
demanded such a “gesture of 
conciliation” in order to please 
the voters on their home fronts. 

The American agreement was 
given by Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles and was confirmed 
today by President Eisenhower 
himself. It was expected that 
the President’s meeting with So- 
viet Premier Bulganin would be 
followed by a meeting of foreign 
ministers. The latter meeting 
would work on items assigned to 
it by the four national leaders. 

United States Doubts Shared. 

American doubts are secretly 
shared by France, Britaif and 
Germany, all of which have 
pressed the meeting on the 
United States. Certainly none of 
them has any real expectation 
that the meeting will resolve 
the question of Germany unity 
—the first big problem to be 
considered. 

They are certain that Russia 
will not agree to abandon East 
Germany, which is now firmly 
established as a full member of 
the Eastern European Commu- 
nist bloc and even if it were, 
they themselves would never 
agree to German unity at the 
cost of Germany's neutraliza- 
tion. 

Secretly France and Britain 
would oppose German reunifica- 
tion at any price. 

Top American experts agree 
with this view and discount the 
fear of some State Department 
people that they may be con- 
fronted by a genuine Russian 
offer to sacrifice East Germany 
in return for Germany’s neutral- 
ization. 

It is their expéctation that if 
and when the four-power con- 
ference gets down to business 
Russia will concentrate on freez- 
ing the present division of Ger- 
many instead of doing anything 
to speed reunification. 

No Other Likely Subjects. 


In examining the prospects of 
a four-power meeting this sum- 
mer the experts also fail to find 
any other subject on which 
there is prospect of agreement.

“As to Allied ‘Blunders’ 


Yo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

e» In the replies of the five high 
German officers to the question as 
.to “blunders” committed by the Al- 
lies that prolonged the war all 
seemed to agree that the terms of 
“ynconditional surrender” were a ma- 
jor Allied error. 

~ _However, in the previous war with 

Germany, Wilson offered the Four- 
teen Points—a far cry from uncondi- 
tional surrender. For 10 months aft- 
er Wilson's speech in January 1918 
that gave the Fourteen Points the 
Germans fought on and, indeéd, near- 

_ ly won the war at the Second Battle 
of the Marne in July 1918. 

Then after the Germans had been 
beaten on the battlefields far from 
the Fatherland they surrendered. 

Soon Hitler and his kind were to 
rise up and denounce the Fourteen 
Points and the ideals back of that 
program. Finally, under Hitler in 
1939 the Germans marched out far 
from their own country to wage a 
new, bloodier war. 

Taking the replies of the German 
officers at their face value it might 

have been possible to end the war 
sooner. That would have been after 
two German armies had been cap- 
tured. One army was at Stalingrad, 
1100 miles from the 1914 German 
frontier, the other was in Tunisia, 900 
miles from Germany. 

After the Germans lose a war they 

are ready to talk peace. But the 
talks must not be along the lines of 
the Fourteen Points, which they did 
. not accept wholeheartedly, nor un- 
conditional surrender. Either of 
these two alternatives only unites the 
. German people to carry on the war 
‘ beyond Germany.

- builders a very ready market. 

For those builders who are big 
enough to be able to take advan- 
tage of large-scale operations, it is 

‘ extremely profitable. Banks and in- 
surance compamies which lend on 
- mortgages get what amounts to a gov- 
ernment obligation at 44% per cent. 
(Four per cent if they pay the so- 
called “service” fee to someone else, 
. but they do not have to do that). In 
any event, 4% per cent or even 4 
per cent is a very good return indeed. 

The mortgage guarantee amounts 
to socialization of the losses; that is, 
the Government guarantees a good 

_return to lenders and shoulders the 
losses. Someone some time is bound 
to ask, if the Government shoulders 
the losses, why should it not take the 
profits too?

Not to Cut Ribbons 


If the Russians accept the NATO invitation, a 
Big Four conference “at the summit” will be 
held this summer. Surely it ought to be more 
than a perfunctory or ceremonial affair. 3 

In announcing that President Eisenhower, is 
willing to attend a méeting with Prime Minis- 
ters Eden, Faure and Bulganin if Secretary 
Dulles considers it advisable, the White House 
went into no details. 

From Paris, however, have come reports that 
Mr. Dulles, retreating inch by inch before strong 
popular pressure in Europe, has agreed to a 
“summit” conference only as a brief procedural 
overture to a meeting of foreign ministers. 
It is to be hoped that if this is Mr. Dulles’s 
position he will retreat from it also. 

The objection to a conference of the very 
highest officials has always been that if it failed, 
the resulting public disillusionment might pro- 
voke ill-considered actions that would increase 
the danger of war. 

Whether this was or was not a valid reason for 
avoiding a “summit” conference up to now, cer- 
tainly once such a meeting is agreed upon, all 
concerned should strive mightily to make it 
meaningful and make it a success. To call the 
conference and to announce in advance that 
those at the “summit” will not discuss the issues 
that divide the world, but only arrange for dis- 
cussions at a lower level—how much sense does 
this really make? Subordinates often meet to fix 
an agenda for their superiors, but this would 
probably be the first time that the order has 
been reversed. 

The reason why such strong popular pressure 
has arisen both in Europe and ix this country 
for top-level talks is that mien of people 
want the basic issues discussed by precisely 
those whom Mr. Dulles reportedly wants to rule 
out—the very highest and most solemnly respon- 
sible officials in each country. 

There has never been any doubt, of course, 
that the foreign secretaries and journeymen dip 
lomats all down the line would do the main 
work of any such conference. The purpgse of 
bringing the heads of state together would be to 
solemnize and recognize a world-wide feeling that 
the steadily mounting destructive power of 

atomic-hydrogen weapons makes absolutely essen- 
tial a major effort to reach peaceful settlements 
that will diminish the dangers of atomic war. 

That purpose would hardly be served by call- 
ing in the heads of state merely to cut the rib- 
bon for negotiations thus advertised ip advance 
as. not very likely to come to anything. 

A basis for peace cannot be laid, at the 
summit or elsewhere, without discussion of the 
essential issues that divide East and West, or 
without a willingness to re-examine past posi- 
tions and consider new policies with open minds. 
Who can expect a German settlement, for exam- 
ple, consisting entirely of Soviet retreat and 
Western victory? If there is to be a settlement 
it will come from each side giving way, and 
finding new common ground on which the inter- 
ests of both can be protected. 

President Eisenhower at times has seemed 
more aware of the need for such negotiations 
than those who conduct his Administration's day- 
to-day foreign policy operations. Perhaps the 
time has come for him to take direct charge, and 
to let Mr. Dulles know that when the Big Four 
meet it will be for something more important 
than to arrange an agenda. 
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Un-Frontal Attack on Fee-Splitting 

The American Medical Association takes a 
praiseworthy course in adopting a program to 
attack the “basic economic causes of fee-split- 
ting.” (Fee-splitting is a practice in which a sur- 
geon gives back a portion of his fee for an opera- 
tion to the physician who referred the patient to 
him.) But it is questionable whether the econom- 
ic causes can be removed in the manner the 
A.M.A. suggests. 

An A.M.A. committee found that there were 
greater financial rewards for surgery than for 
the practice of medicine. “The higher surgical 
fee,” it said, “creates intense competition for 
surgical patients.” It is therefore proposed to 
conduct a program which would raise the value 
of non-surgical work in the public’s eyes. | 

The cure for the fee-splitting disease seems to 
us to lie quite elsewhere. It is not the public's 
attitude toward the medical profession that is at 
fault, but the attitude of some of its practitioners 
toward that profession. As jong as there is even 
a minority of doctors and surgeons who look on 
medicine primarily as a means of making money, 
there will be physicians who will stoop to selling 
patients and surgeons who will stoop to buying 
them. 

If these leeches were kicked out of the prac- 
tice of medicine, as they amply deserve to be, 
the economic causes of fee-splitting would very 
quickly disappear, because the evil would be 
unprofitable. And the entire medical profes- 
sion would profit, in enhanced self-respect and 
the esteem of the public. 
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Campaigning Over the Air 

In suggesting that radio and television stations 
be required to make a certain amount of free 
time available to candidates for public office, 
Miss Frieda Hennock, member of the Federal 
Communications Commission, was not bringing 
up a brand-new idea. 

Appearing before the Senate subcommittee 
which iz holding hearings on Senator Hennings’ 
bill, to rationalize campaign expenditures, she 
said that existing legal provisions do not really 
meet the difficulties raised in campaigning by 
air. If one candidate buys time for a political 
speech, the law requires a station or network to 
give his opponent the opportunity to purchase 
equal time. Yet one man or one party may have 
money enough to buy hours and hours of radio 
or TV time while the opposition’s purse may be 
so lean that it can provide almost no time at all. 

Since the air waves are public property and 
since elections are serious public business, Miss 
Hennock says, it would not be unfair to ask 
those licensed to use the air waves to allow a 
reasonable use of their facilities as a contribu- 
tion to the democratic process of holding free 
and fair elections. 

A spokesman for the Columbia Broadcasting 
System promptly opposed the suggestion as “un- 
sound, unwise and unworkable.” This may be 
rather sweeping, but Senator Hennings himself 
has made no “free time” proposal in his bill. 
He wants campaign expenditures put under a 
more realistic limit—roughly 20 cents per voter 
—and all such spending reported even before 
election day. This would be a great improvement 
on existing regulations, which set no real limit, 
since they permit so much political spending 
which need not be reported. 

But a spending ceiling which is adequate in 
this TV age is not an automatic guarantee that 
even both major parties may be able to raise 
the permitted sum even in a presidential year. 
As long ago as 1907 Theodore Roosevelt was 
worrying about this problem. He suggested cam- 


' paigns at public expense—as they are conducted 


in Europe. So the question may yet come up 
whether the Government should pay for cam- 
paign radio and TV time, or make its contribu- 
tion a condition to licensing stations. But before 
letting any hair turn gray over that, the Hen- 


_nings proposals ought to be adopted and tried. 
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More Than a Local Matter 

Law enforcement authorities in the St. Louis 
metropolitan district are reacting intelligently to 
the area-wide threat to good order posed by the 
mushrooming growth of gambling under hood- 
lum auspices. They are considering a combined 
attack by all police agencies on both sides of the 
Mississippi. c 

Two notorious East Side thugs, Buster Wort- 
man and Elmer Dowling, are reported to have 
taken over control of baseball gambling in their 
own area and in St. Louis and St. Louis county 
as well, This makes baseball gambling a metro- 
politan problem, not merely a local matter. 

Unfortunately for the solution of the problem, 
individual law enforcement bodies are limited to 
patrolling their own jurisdictions. They thus suf- 
fer a serious tactical disadvantage when dealing 
with gangsters continually alert for a privileged 
sanctuary on either side of the river from which 
to base a district-wide operation. If the gamblers 
are driven out of one municipality, one county 
or even one state, they may well be able to land 
in safety just across the line. 

. Indeed the Wortman-Dowling gang is said to 
have been attempting to persuade gamblers to 
move into St. Louis county. This advice seems to 
be based on the theory that criminal elements 
will enjoy a “field day” during the transitidn in 
law enforcement responsibilities from the Sher- 
iff’s office to the new County Police Department. 

The change-over in St. Louis county is not 
scheduled to take effect until July 1. Between 
now and then there is plenty of time to suppress 
the baseball betting racket throughout the metro- 
politan area. As Police Commissioner Beebe of 
East St. Louis has pointed out, this will require” 
a combined attack by all agencies. 

In the absence of effective work by county 
authorities in Madison and St. Clair counties the 
Illinois State Police might consider helping out. 
And if police in some St. Louis county munici- 
palities are unwilling or unable to act Sheriff 
Mosley still has a duty to enforce the law.

The Court Fails to Speak 


The United States Supreme Court has come to 
a most unhappy conclusion in the case of the 
American Indian soldier who was killed in Korea 
and refused burial in a Sioux City, Ia., cemetery. 
Speaking for the Court, which divided 5 to 3 
with Justice Harlan abstaining, Justice Frank- 
furter announced that it never should have ac- 
cepted the suit of the widow of Sgt. John Rice 
for review. 

In reaching this conclusion, the Court vacated 
its own 4-to-4 decision of last Nov. 15. That tie 
vote had upheld the ruling of the Iowa Supreme 
Court that the cemetery had been within its 
rights in serving notice at a graveside service 
that the body could not be lowered into the 
ground since burials were restricted to Cauca- 
sians. The latest decision withdraws that half- 
and-half approval of the Iowa decision, but lets 
it stand. The Supreme Court has washed its 
hands of the case. 

Not only has the Court avoided a pronounce- 
ment on segregation in cemeteries, but it has 
also avoided a decision on the applicability of 
the United Nations Charter, which had been 
cited, among other arguments, against the ceme- 
tery. Justice Frankfurter made a point of saying 
that the earlier 4to-4 division reflected no di- 
versity of opinion on the Charter. 

So the issue stands as it first came to the 
Court: an American Indian, an American casual- 
ty of Korea, was denied burial in an Iowa ceme- 
tery. His widow's suit was turned down by the 
highest state court. And, according to Justice 
Frankfurter, the affair is no concern of the Su- 
preme Court. . 

No doubt, statutes and rules of law may be— 
and were—cited all along the way in this case. 
But the result does not sit well with many, many 
Americans. For these the law seems to have no 
sympathy. Their only satisfaction now is that, 
after the Sioux City outrage, Sgt. Rice was buried 
at Arlington with full military honors. 
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* A 14-Minute Tour 


Not many St. Louisans can take time to walk 
around their city for a close look at it, and some- 
times a look can be too close for comfort. But a 
new film, “The Big Issue,” provides a 14-minute 
circuit of the city, and if not all that the film de- 
picts is good, it is all part of St. Louis.

“The Big Issue” contains more of St. Louis 
than most of us will see in a year, and the time 
to see it is before the bond election on May 26. 
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Future of the Convertiplane 

The successful flight of a convertiplane, which 
can ascend, descend and hover like a helicopter 
and also fly forward as fast as a conventional 
airplane, is an important milestone in aviation 
history. Such a craft, which can use a landing 
field of the proverbial postage stamp size and 
yet fly at high speed, has great military and 
civil potentials, and should reduce the peril that 
still goes with being airborne. 

Forced landings are the great hazard of avia- 
tion. Airliners have to descend at ¢peeds which 
result in disastrous crashes in almost all! in- 
stances where the plane is not using a large land- 
ing field or at least a fairly smooth surface in a 
clearing. ‘ 

When the convertiplane reaches the airliner 
stage, which some experts predict will be not 
more than 10 years, commercial aviation should 
be close to the ultimate in safety. For there 
should be a great safety factor in being able to 
pull up short if there is trouble and then settle 
down vertically—even in a forest. 

Blind landings in fog, prolonged circling in 
the “stack” over a busy airport and repeated 
landing passes under difficult conditions are 
some of the situations that would virtually be 
eliminated.- 

Even the convertiplane is probably not the ul- 
timate in the evolution of the flying machine, 
but it is something that was dreamed of ‘by 
Archimedes and Leonardo da Vinci and has at 
last been achieved experimentally.

In his Portland address Morse 
quoted Edmund Burke's classic defense 
of a Representative’s independence of 
judgment and action: Once elected he 
is responsible for the whole interest of 
the nation and he owes to his constitu- 
ents his best judgment freely exercised, 
whether it agrees with theirs or not. 

When an impasse is reached, when 
the statesman finds his views incompat- 
ible with the party's, and when he has 
failed to make his views predominate, 
there is no alternative but to find some 
other workable group. That is what 
Morse has done. Whether he is right or 
wrong is another matter. 


To be able to work effectively for his 
principles he joins the organization 
supporting men of like mind. It will be 
interesting to see whether some of the 
Oregon Republicans who say they joined 
the party because Morse was a Repub- 
lican will now change their registrations.

Between Book Ends 


Sermons From the Bard 


SPIRITUAL VALUES IN SHAKESPEARE, by Ernest 
Marshall Howse. (Abingdon Press, 158 pgs., $2.50.) 
Shakespeare has been probed and 

pinched by so many men with special 

theses to publicize that Mr. Howse, pas- 
tor of Bloor Street United Church of 

Toronto, need not apologize for examin- 

ing eight plays in the light of Christian 

doctrine. 

His design as expressed in his fore- 
word is “to make the vividness of 
drama present and illuminate timeless 
human passions, and to reveal how the 
integrity and insight of a great master 
havé at times transformed the ehanging 
scenes into parables of unchanging 
truth.” Within these limits Mr. Howse 
is successful, for the book is a lucid, 
stimulating commentary for any reader 
of Shakespeare. 

Mr. Howse finds that the dramatist, 
though not a fifth Evangelist, “does 
deal with the verities of a moral uni- 
verse.” Shakespeare's plays do not point 
a moral but instead “enrich our sympa- 
thies” and “stimu- 
late our moral na- 
ture,” for they are 
based on three 
- moral assumptions: 
(1) individuals mat- 
s ter; (2) individuals 
are responsible; and 
(3) individuals live 
in a moral order. 

Shakespeare is an 
observer, not a 
judge. Although the 
poetry is “saturated 
with the language 
of the scripture,” 
nowhere do the 
dramas suggest that 
“the gift of God is eternal life.” 

The appraisal of the plays is nowhere 
very intense, for the chapters‘in the 
book are sermons as they were deliv- 
ered to students at week-night meet- 
ings. Careful editing would have in- 
creased the readability of the book. 

Mr. Howse does not pretend to give 
a scholarly dissertation on the dramas. 
He is not as familiar with standard 
commentaries as he might be and he 
often ridicules academicians, although 
at other times he is quite willing to ac- 
cept their opinions. Unfortunately he is 
not familiar enough with Aristotle: con- 
sequently his remarks on “Hamlet.” 
“Macbeth,” “King Lear,” and “Othello” 
are weakened because he does not fully 
understand thé nature of tragedy. 

Although his comments are not al- 
ways hew, many are controversial. He 
feels that Hamlet does nothing “because 
nothing is worth doing.” In the play 
Shakespeare has shown the em of 
life without God in the world, “a world 
where there are no values worth the 
struggle.” He assumes that “The Tem- 
pest’ is Shakespeare's conscious fare- 
well to the theater and:to his profes- 
sion. In “The Merchant of Venice” the 
.dramatist “makes of Shylock an incar- 
nate plea for universal justice.” The 
trial scene is “a bitter satire of a court 
of justice.” 

Mr. Howse’s interpretations of some 
of the characters are also unconvention- 
al at times. Ophelia, for example, is “hu- 
man putty” and is “treacherous and un- 
worthy of confidence.” Cordelia, on the 
other hand, is a great heroine: he sees 
no fault in her behavior to her father. 
Brutus is termed an ineffective idealist 
who cannot govern because he is in- 
competent. 

That the book has limitations Mr. 
Howse would probably admit, for the 
analyses of the plays cover only the 
moral considerations. Its merit is that 
it makes the reader want to read Shakes- 
peare again, if only to check some of 
Mr. Howse’s coficlusions,

NN FIGHTING T.B 


Dr. Walter C. Gray Warns 
Against Tendency to 
Slacken Efforts. 


A warning against complacen- 
cy in combatting tuberculosis 
was made yesterday by Dr. Wal- 
ter C. Gray at the annual meet- 
ing of the Tuberculosis and 
Health Society of St. Louis at 
Hotel Statler. 

Because of the declining tu- 
berculosis death rate, some or- 
ganizations are slackening efforts 
or turning attention to other 
diseases, he said in a pane! dis- 
cussion on detection and treat- 
ment of the disease. 

Despite the lower death rate, 
the number of persons found to 
have the disease is greater than 
ever, Dr. Gray, chairman of the 
tuberculosis committee -f the 
St. Louis Academy of General 
Practice, declared. This in- 
crease, he added, probably has 
resulted from greater detection 
efforts rather than an upswing 
in incidence. 

Need for early discovery of 
tuberculosis was emphasized by 
Dr. Alfred Goldman, panel mod- 
erator. Studies show, he said, 
that even with improved methods 
of treatment persons with ad- 
vanced cases do not respond well 
to therapy. Dr. Goldman is di- 
rector of medicine and chest 
services at Jewish Hospital. 

Wyllys K. Bliss, president of 
the society, described the vari- 
ous programs of the society dur- 
ing his three-year term of office. 
He said 230,000 persons received 
free chest X-rays. 

Income of the society last year 
was $261,062, highest in the or- 
ganization’s 5l-year history, 
treasurer William D. Walsh re- 
ported. Expenditures were $251,-

losis associations for their work. 
The rest, $214,745, was spent on 
the society’s work in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county and for ad- 
ministrative expenses.

STRKE VOTES 
AT FORD, GM 


Reuther Attributes Ac- 
tion to Lack of Prog- 
ress in Contract Talks 
in Detroit. 


DETROIT, May 10 (AP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers sought 
today to bolster its hand in its 
bid for a guaranteed annual 
wage by setting up strike votes 
among some 465,000 Ford and 
General Motors employes. 

Union President Walter P. 
Reuther said a solid vote for 
strike authorization “is the best 
insurance against a strike.” 

The strike votes were ordered, 
he said, because of a “lack of 
progress” in contract talks which 
began a month ago. 

Negotiations are expected to 
become’ more intense when they 
resume tomorrow between the 
UAW and Ford. General Motors 
and the union resume Monday 
after a week-long layoff, Reuther 
said he would rejoin the Ford 
talks and take a more active role 
in the sessions now that they 
are nearing the showdown stage. 

The. Ford-UAW contract, 
covering 140,000 workers, ex- 
pires June 1. General Motors’ 
pact with the union, covering 
325,000 employes, runs until 
June 7 because of a union delay 
in filing contract termination 
notice. It had been scheduled 
to expire May 29. — 

Key te Solidarity. 

The calls for strike votes went 
out from separate meetings yes- 
terday of the UAW’s national 
Ford and General Motors coun- 
cils. These are made up of dele- 
gates from 119 General Motors 
plants and 83 Ford plants and 
parts depots: Each delegate 
represents about 1000 workers 
on the average. 

Local unions will conduct the 
strike votes. If a _ strike is 
authorized, a walkout could be 
called by the negotiating com- 
mittees any time after the con- 
tracts expire. 

A strike vote is not required 
by federal or state law, but is 
mandatory under the UAW con- 
stitution. The union looks to 
such votes as a demonstration 
of*solidarity behind union de- 
mands. 

Union leaders said they would 
“do everything humanly possi- 
ble” to avoid a strike, But they 
have rejected proposals made to 
date by GM and Ford. Reuther 
said these were “essentially non- 
economic.”

The Friends of Music have mushroomed from 35 
members at their first meeting three years ago to 
350 today and they expect to have 1000 by the end 
of the year. Tomorrow afternoon, at a tea at the 
chancellor's home, they'll make their annual reports;

Scholarships, a newly decorated room for students, 
hospitality for visiting artists, and a research library 
project are among the ambitious achievements of the

“THIS ALL BEGAN several years ago,” Dr. Leigh 
Gerdine, chairman of the Department of Music of 
Washington U. recalls, “when Mrs. Rice and : Mrs. 
Henry Bry and I thought we should start an advisory 
% .committee of some kind. We wanted to be sure that 
= the department of music was doing things of civic 
importance, not just of university value.” 

One of the first projects the Friends of Music 
undertook was to stimulate interest in the concert 
series at the university's Graham Chapel. Ticket 
sales, under the chairmanship of vice president Mrs. 
Henry Bry and Mrs. William R. Gentry increased 
concert attendance, and a hospitality committee under 
Mrs. T. M. Sayman, assisted by Mrs. O. K. Bovard 
and Mrs. Stanley Goodman took on the pleasant chore 
of providing hospitality for visiting artists and enter- 
taining out-of-town guests. 

A committee to work with students was headed by 
Mrs. Joseph Grand and Mrs. Carl Bensiek. One of 
the most appreciated innovations for music school 
students has been the furnishing of a basement study 
in the music building on Forsyth, which is still in 
the process of decoration. 

“Formerly there was no place where students could 
go and sit and study quietly,” Gerdine says. “This 
room fills a real need for our department. 

“And furnishing .it was simple,” says Mrs. Fred 
Arnstein, of the Friends. "“We held a meeting and @ 
before it was over, one woman had volunteered a & 
lamp, another a chair, another a table, and it was 
practically furnished.”

ANOTHER PROJECT involving the students was 
the establishment of a scholarship fund, handled by 
Mrs. Clifford Gaylord and Mrs. Norman Wolf. There 
are three full scholarships now in operation and the 
Friends hope to be able to finance many more, for, 
as Mrs. Rice points out, ‘There are 25 or 30 young 
people who could use scholarships and deserve them.” 

Other projects in which the Friends of Music have 
participated have included the Saturday music classes, 
which are given free of charge to gifted high school: 
students in the metropolitan area; the providing of 
opportunities for musical students to perform for 
people who are interested in music; co-operating with 
other musical groups in the city; and assisting with 
the annual music festival which was given by 1500 
St. Louis area school children coached by symphony 
orchestra musicians last year, and which was carried 
by television on channel 9 this year. The kinescoped 
festival programs for this year will be released na- 
tionally by the Ford Foundation.

HE last time we reshingled a 
T root was inthe month of 

July and that's not the right 
month for this sort of job. There 
is nothing in this world so hot as 
a roof in mid-summer. A good 
time, however, for this job is 
right now. It’s nice and pleas- 
ant up there in the spring and if 
you start now you'll be all fin- 
ished long before the weather 
gets hot. 

Lots of people think that if 
they have to reshingle their roof, 
they must first remove all the 
old shingles. This isn’t the case 
if you .want to apply asphalt 
shingles over old asphalt shin- 
gles or wood shingles over old 
wood shingles.

Two Serious Mistakes 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


ITH a steady increase in juvenile delinquency in this 
W coustry people are making two serious mistakes. One 
is to neglect it and think that nothing need to be done 
about it. The other is to think that nothing more is neces- 
sary than to spend a lot of 
money some way or other 
and the job will be done. 
I'm afraid Mrs. L. is 
making the latter mistake. 
“With the hundreds of mil- 
lions that we are spending 
in preparation for war,” 
she declares, “it seems to 
me we could afford to 
spend a great many more 
millions in our commu- 
nities to prevent juvenile 
Tk ioe delinquency. If we opened 
DR. PAUL POPENOE clubhouses and parks and 
recreation areas in every part of the city, we'd soon get rid 
of this problem.”

WE CERTAINLY NEED all of those things, Mrs. L., 
but there is no reason to think they would prevent juvenile 
delinquency. 

Two experts have just made a survey for the United 
States Children’s Bureau. Helen L. Witmer and Edith M. 
Tufts report, “Friendly counseling and provision of access 
to community facilities do not reduce delinquency,” and 
“the usual group work services of a conventional character 
also appear not to have much effect on delinquency.” 

Multiplication of child guidance clinics, extremely ex- 
pensive and virtually impossible now for lack of trained 
persons, might be helpful to youngsters with mild person- 
ality disorders, but in the case of the most difficult young- 
sters, even prolonged psychiatric treatment at fantastic ex- 
pense is not sufficient, these experts tell us. Where does 
that leave us, Mrs. L.? It leaves us to face the fact that 
some juvenile delinquency, just like some adult crime, is 
always with us. We'll have to deal with it as best we can 
in each case.

BUT IT ALSO LEAVES US facing the fact that juve- 
nile delinquents rarely come from good homes in which a 
mature man and woman in love with each other are creat- 
ing a good atmosphere in which to bring up their children 
and giving these children ideals of right conduct by exam- 
ple as well as by preaching to them. 

We don’t need to spend hiandreds of millions of dol- 
lars to move in that direction. Our schools, churches and 
community organizations could do the job with very little 
extra expense if they set their minds on it. If they really 
attempted to prepare youhg people for love, marriage and 
parenthood and followed along with them after marriage to 
give them the help they need, we could make an almost 
unbelievable change in one generation.

The customary 
matrimonial rumors began to 
take shape. They became wide- 
spread when, in October 1937 
Stokowski’s second wife estab- 
lished residence in Nevada and 
filed suit for divorce. A couple 
of days later, a reporter sur- 
prised Garbo as she was hurry- 
ing from her car into a friend's 
house and asked her when she 
and Stokowski planned to marry. 

“Such rumors are absurd,” 
she said. “I will not deny that 
Mr. Stokowski and I are very 
good friends. But as far as mar- 
riage to him—no. That is out 
of the question.” 

In early December, after his 
wife’s divorce had been granted, 
Stokowski also denied that there 
was anything to the stories that 
he and Garbo were to marry. 
Later that month, however, when 
Garbo sailed for Sweden to 
spend Christmas with her rela- 
tives, it was duly noted that 
the maestro was on hand to bid 
her bon voyage. By that time, 
Garbo had begun referring to 
Stokowski privately as “my boy 
friend.” 

The following February, Sto- 
kowski also sailed for Europe. 
Arriving in Italy, he proceeded 
to the tiny, historic village of 
Ravello, where he had taken a 
month’s lease on the ancient, 
handsome Villa Cimbrone, situ- 
ated on a mountain perch com- 
manding a magnificent view of 
the Mediterranean. Within 4a 
week Garbo arrived to be his 
house guest. One of the serv- 
ants noted she was wearing blue 
flannel trousers and a pair of 
sweaters. Her luggage con- 
sisted of one small suitcase 
much the worse for wear; no 
other luggage eee She 
was, as usual, traveling light. 

Garbo’s battered suitcase was 
unpacked by the villa’s house- 
keeper, an elderly French-speak- 
ing Swiss woman. Sbe discov- 
ered the suitcase lacked a single 
dress, a dressing gown or 
bedroom slippers. It did, how- 
ever, contain a pair of blue 
espadrilles, several pairs of dark 
glasses, a bathing suit, one pair 
of coarse sleeping pajamas and, 
to the housekeeper’s astonish- 
ment, several pots of jam. 

Garbo instructed the maid to 
wash the pajamas every morn- 
ing, iron them and return them 
to her room by evening. The 
jam Garbo guarded jealously. 
When she came down to break- 
fast each morning, she brought 
a pot of it with her. In addi- 
tion to some kind of fruit, her 
breakfast consisted of corn- 
flakes, covered with several 


spoonfuls of her special jam and

coffee. She apparently relished 
the soggy concoction, since she 
had it every morning. The 
Italian cook became _ curious 
about t®e ingredients of the 
jam, but she never had a chance 
to find out what kind of fruit 
it was made of; as soon as break- 
fast. was over, Garbo took the 
jam with her and locked it in 
her bedroom. 

Throughout her stay, the two 
health-minded vacationers fol- 
lowed a regimen of early to bed 
and early to rise, much exercis- 
ing and sun-bathing and a 
careful diet. Upon arising at 
8 o'clock, Garbo and Stokowski 
appeared in bathing suits on the 
terrace, where they spent 30 
minutes indulging in vigorous 
Swedish exercises. Garbo led 
the exercise, and was overheard 
one morning reprimanding the 
maestro, “one, two, one two, 
Mis-ter Sto-kovf-ski, why can’t 
you keep time, one two.” 

Lunch was served promptly at 
noon, and the fare was never 
elaborate. It invariably consisted 
of raw carrots, but the repast 
was not without some variety, 
since two kinds of carrots were 
served, yellow and red. For a 
reason that mystified the serv- 
ants Garbo ate her biggest meal 
at tea, which lasted from 3:30 
to 4:30. During this hour she 
plied herself with sandwiches, 
honey, jam, cookies, cake and 
other fattening delicacies; At 
dinner, which was served at 7, 
she reverted to her vegetarian 
diet, consuming only raw salad 


and fruit. 
T o'clock, when Garbo went to 

bed, The mystery of the jam 
in the morning was matched by 
the mystery of the olive oil and 
salt at night. Upon retiring 
each night, Garbo took to her 
room a bottle of olive oil and 
a small saucer of salt. She had 
instructed the maid upon arriv- 
ing that these items were to be 
prepared for her every evening, 
and each morning the maid 
found the bottle empty and the 
salt gone. The servants pon- 
dered what she did with the oil; 
one school held that she drank 
it, the other that she used it 
for complexion treatment. The 
mystery was never solved. As 
for the salt, the servants con- 
cluded she used that to brush 
her teeth. 

Outside the Villa Cimbrone, 
public interest in the secluded 
residents was mounting dizzily. 
The local correspondents were 
maintaining a day and night 
vigil. Other reporters were 
scouring two continents in an 
effort to divine the celebrated 
couple’s plans. In an effort to 
raise the journalistic siege, Sto- 
kowski, after conferring with 
Garbo, struck a bargain with 
representatives of the various 
large news agencies; in return 
for an interview with Garbo 
they agreed to call off their 
watch. 

On the day of the ordeal, a 
delegation of correspondents 
was solemnly ushered into the 
library of the villa by Stokow- 
ski, who then left the room, 
rubbing his hands nervously.

West, having succeeded admir- 
ably in his desperate sacrifice 
effort, did not open a spade and 
let victory escape—he laid down 
the ace of hearts. East gave a 
very positive signal with the 10, 
and the heart continuation put 
an early end to the matter. In- 
stead of collecting a 900-point 
penalty against the six-spade 
contract, North-South had to 
pay out 100 points. 


Then the fight started. 


North had counted his part- 
ner’s high-card points with ex- 
treme care, and he now said 
with marked acerbity, “It seems 
to me that since you shaded a 
full point in opening with three 
no-trump, you certainly might 
have doubled six spades instead 
of stretching again.” 


South said, “And it seems to 
me that since you made a ques- 
tionable leap to six diamonds— 
to put it mildly—you certainly 
might have doubled six spades 
on your own hook instead of 
making a forcing pass. What did 
you want me to do—bid seven 
diamonds?” 


It should not require much 
discussion to prove that South 
was right and that North was 
standing on a picayune techni- 
cality.
